When Mass-Shooting Conspiracy Theorists 
Go Low, Then They Go Even Lower

Once again, a cross-country slime trail leads to 
Florida: 


Last year, one day after the massacre at Marjory 
Stoneman Douglas High School, a training coordinator 
for the National Rifle Association reached out to a 
loony-bird conspiracy theorist in Seminole County to 
help discredit the police version of the crime. 


The NRA drooler is named Mark Richardson. 


The Florida drooler is a character named Wolfgang 
Halbig, who briefly worked as a state trooper and 
has spent years pushing the nauseating theory that 
the 2012 mass shooting at Sandy Hook Elementary 
School in Newtown, Connecticut, was a hoax. 


Emails between Richardson and Halbig, published 
last week by HuffPost, surfaced in one of numerous 
lawsuits against Alex Jones. He’s the twitchy-eyed 
“Infowars” gasbag who has been tormenting the 
Sandy Hook families ever since 26 children and staff 
members were murdered by a young gunman at the 
school. 


Halbig has appeared as an “expert” on Jones’ radio 
program, now banished from major social media 
platforms. 


On Feb. 15, 2018, the day after the Parkland killings, 
Halbig was excited to get an email from the NRA’s 
Richardson saying: “You have included me with a lot 
of Information since the Sandy Hook Incident and I do 
appreciate it very much. Concerning what happened 
in Florida yesterday, I have been asking the question 
and no one else seems to be asking it.” 


Armed with zero facts, Richardson asserted that the 
shooter, a former student using a legally purchased 
assault rifle, could not have acted alone, as the police 
said. 


Halbig’s response was an email with a subject line 
that included, in all capital letters, the name of Avielle 
Richman. 


She was one of the first-graders murdered in a 
classroom at Sandy Hook. Halbig has savaged her 
parents online, claiming they faked her death in 
order to “steal money” from taxpayers. 


Avielle’s father, Jeremy Richman, started a foundation 
in his daughter’s name. A neuroscientist, he spoke 
at Florida Atlantic University on March 19 about 
brain research to identify and treat potentially violent 
persons. 


Six days later, Richman killed himself at the office 
of the Avielle Foundation in Newtown. His death 
followed the recent suicides of a 2018 Stoneman 
Douglas graduate and a 16-year-old sophomore at 
the school. 


While the reasons for such acts are seldom simple 
or fully understood, there is no doubt that his 


daughter’s death haunted Richman. Any parent 
would be in agony. 


Halbig’s crusade against Richman is despicable, 
but the conspiracy community on the internet is 
crawling with such creatures. Why would the NRA 
enlist one of them? 


Richardson told the HuffPost that he was merely 
asking a “legitimate question” about how the 
Parkland shooter had gotten in the school. 


Oddly, Richardson chose to ask a person whom 
he knew had no inside knowledge of the assault, 
no contacts in Broward law enforcement and 
no credibility. A person whom he knew was 
harassing the Sandy Hook families and had once 
spammed Newtown authorities seeking crime-scene 
documents relating to “bodily fluids, brain matter, 
skull fragments and around 45-60 gallons of blood.” 


That would be the blood and brain matter of dead 
children and teachers. 


As of this writing, the NRA hasn’t commented on 
Richardson’s chummy emails to Halbig, which 
included the signoff: “Thank you for all the 
information. And for what you do. STAY SAFE.” 


The NRA didn’t have much to say about the 17 
Parkland victims. It spins the image as a citizen’s 
defender of the Second Amendment, but its true 
constituency is firearms manufacturers. 


Fear sells guns, and the NRAis in the fear-mongering, 
gun-selling business. Every mass shooting is an

opportunity to warn members to stock up before the 
government bans all firearms. 


Yet since President Obama left office without 
confiscating everybody’s guns, the NRA has 
struggled. Membership is falling, and in 2017 it 
reported a $55 million drop in dues collected. 


Firearms sales are down; Remington, which 
manufactures the assault rifle used at Sandy Hook, 


last week filed for bankruptcy.

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Notes from the Apocalypse 


t’s Not Augusta National

The beach that runs the length of the Panhandle 
of Florida was once known for its soft, snow-white 
sand. It is now getting recognition for the threatening 
and confusing “No Trespassing” signs that stretch for 
miles. 


The same beaches that have drawn millions of tourists 
and spawned the only industry the area has ever had 
are now a battleground. The epicenter of the battle is 
30A. The legal proceedings that will decide whether 
the public has access to the beaches are underway. 


Daytona Beach v. Tona-Roma has been, for almost 
50 years, the legal precedent that has dictated the 
public’s access to beaches in Florida. The court ruled 
that regardless of what a deed described, beachfront 
property owners purchased their property “burdened” 
with the knowledge of “customary use”—that the 
beach portion of the property had been used by the 
public for many years. 


Beachfront owners are, ironically, now in a situa- 
tion analogous to another legal precedent. It involves 
“moving to a nuisance.” It is a common sense ap- 
proach to a different kind of property issue. Its prem- 
ise is that you can’t move next to an airport and then 
start complaining about the noise. Actually, you can 
complain about the noise but you can’t do anything 
legally about it. 


Those who purchased beachfront property on 30A 
and were expecting a quiet, bucolic, peaceful setting 
missed the turnoff to Vermont and must be both geo- 
graphically challenged and terribly confused. 


Those who aren’t interested in following the rulings 
of the court might not like the teachings of the bible

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either. Mathew 7:24-27 speaks of “a wise man who 
built his house on a rock” and “a foolish man who 
built his house on the sand.” When “the rain fell, and 
the floods came, and the winds blew and beat on that 
house...”—well, you can guess what happened. 


As to the beaches, even beach house-owning, prop- 
erty rights activists like the ex-governor, preacher, 
presidential candidate and current talk show host 
Mike Huckabee understand one thing. If the state of 
Florida re-nourishes our beaches after a storm, those 
beaches become, inarguably, public property. Appar- 
ently, they’re willing to take that risk. 


Of course, our beachfront property owners have fed- 
eral flood insurance, which is remarkably inexpensive 
(supplemented by all of us), to handle property dam- 
age. They'll need it one day, because while you can 
deny climate change at your own risk, there’s a hard 
rain’s a-gonna fall. 


Daniel Uhlfelder and Dave Rauschkolb have been 
fighting the privatization of the beaches for years. A 
lawyer and a restaurant owner, they both know the 
value of the beaches to the local economy. They know 
what’s right and they have lots of supporters. 


Two other people who have become allies in insuring 
the right of the public to enjoy the beach have come 
forward recently. They have remarkably different 
backgrounds. One thing they share is common sense. 


On both an international and (thankfully) local level, 
George Landegger may be the most important philan- 
thropist in our area. He is a resident of Connecticut 
and has had homes in Walton County for 43 years. 


Landegger recently opted out of a lawsuit his beach- 
front community filed with the state. The suit claims

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that the beaches are privately owned and not for 
public use. He was the only property owner in his 
association to refuse to join his neighbors on 30A in 
the suit. 


“The status quo that has been in place for many years 
has provided beachfront owners and the general pop- 
ulation with great enjoyment and a strong economy 
on 30A. Besides being a moral issue—if it ain’t broke, 
don’t fix it,” he said. 


Joining Landegger in the efforts to secure access to 
the beaches for everyone is his friend and the only 
Walton County commissioner to carry every single 
precinct. 


Trey Nick, the owner of the iconic Nick’s Seafood Res- 
taurant, is a throwback to the old days. Nick works 
Choctawhatchee Bay like his grandfather and has the 
largest blue crab operation in the Panhandle. 


“I just want to be able to take my kids to the beach 
the way my parents and grandparents took me when 
I was a little kid,” he said. “I’m not going to track sand 
in your house or swim in your pool. 


“99.9 percent of the people who live here can’t afford 
multimillion dollar beach houses,” he continued. “The 
beach has always been a place where people from all 
income levels can go. Just because people don’t have 
much money doesn’t mean they shouldn’t be able to 
enjoy a day at the beach.” 


I know many people who are South Walton natives. 
They’ve lived and played around the beaches of Walton 
County for many years. They were there before 30A 
was “branded” with the little blue automobile decals. 


In general, they’re a different type—in a really good way. 
You can find a bunch of them at the Red Bar in the late 
afternoon. They know who the beach belongs to. 


It’s important that the newcomers to 30A understand 
one thing. When it comes to the beaches, it’s not like 
being a member at Augusta National. 


The beaches belong to the people.

with no success to endear himself to the NRA. After 
the Parkland slaughter, when Richardson emailed 
him out of the blue, Halbig wrote to friends: 


“After 4 years of emailing the NRA I finally got a 
response in light of the Broward County School 
Shooting. ... Now why?” 


Because, Wolfgang, the guys running the NRA are 
even worse than you. They don’t have the excuse of 
being unhinged loons.

“Family is who you choose and who chooses you. 
This is my family,” says Marcus “Obliq” Leslie of 
The Strangers. 


‘It’s like having an umbrella corporation,” he 
explains of the difference between Strange Tang 
and the newer group The Strangers. “You have 
the major companies, and you have your other 
companies underneath. The Strangers is actually 
a combination of a bunch of solo acts. With the 
exception of Strange Tang, which would be me 
and Price, every single artist within The Strangers 
is a solo artist. Together, we make The Strangers. 
Strange Tang is part of The Strangers, but we are 
still our own separate entity.” 


The idea of The Strangers came around organically 
as Obliq looked for new avenues to promote and 
produce artists under his Elevated Underground 
banner. “It takes money, it takes a team to 
accomplish really anything in this game. For us, we 
were already working with so many artists within 
Elevated Underground, which is the studio-slash- 
record-label that I own. We were already working 
with so many artists that were considered to be 
Elevated Underground artists, but we needed a way 
to put everybody out at the same time in an efficient 
way. Producing solo albums for each of the seven 
artists was just not cost effective at the time.” 


The birth of The Strangers came in 2017, with the 
#IAMDJDEEZY compilation, although the name 
would make its first appearance later. “The name 
The Strangers didn’t exist then, we were just all solo 
artists that came together and made a compilation 
album. If you look on iTunes or anywhere, it'll say 
various artists. It doesn’t say The Strangers. We 
became The Strangers as a result of the work that 
we did for the #IAMDJDEEZY project.” 


On April 19, The Strangers will release their 
debut album Brotherhood Built This on the heels 
of the track (and accompanying music video) “Pay 
Attention.” 


“’'m a strong believer in everybody has a purpose, 
and everybody has passion,” says Obliq. “For me, 
I think that you hear and see my purpose through 
what I’m passionate about. I’m passionate about 
music, but my purpose... have always believed 
that my purpose is to teach and inspire. That’s 
what I try to do with the music. That’s what if you 
listen to old Strange Tang records, if you listen to 
the #IAMDJDEEZY album, if you listen to this new 
album—we'’re not just on here making songs about 
us being better than you. 


“What we're trying to do is, we’re trying to tell you 
what we been through, we're trying to tell you what 
we see about what’s happening now, and we’re 
trying to get people some type of foundation to 
move forward in the future.” 


Obliq says the concept behind “Pay Attention” 
is Hollywood Mechee and himself writing verses 
to their younger selves. “If we were gonna talk 
to ourselves as children or young teenagers and 
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young adults, what would we tell each other? To go 
back right now, with the wisdom and information 
that we have now, what would we tell our younger 
selves?” 


The original plan for the video was to follow that 
concept, but it became a much larger message. “It 
actually was, as Bob Ross would call it, ‘a happy 
mistake’ because the kids that we had they couldn’t 
do it...and so when we got someone to shoot the 
video, it was last minute (finding) somebody.” 


With the help of Yabui Entertainment, the concept 
was reworked. “The video ended up having a double 
meaning,” says Obliq. “The verses, we are talking to 
ourselves, but the message in the video is it takes 
a village to raise a child. You see a child doing 
something that we consider to be wrong if it’s our 
child, the first thing we want to do is jump down 
their throat. If it’s not your child, we try to ignore it. 


“Well, neither one of those are necessarily the right 
thing to do, because what’s happening is the child 
has no understanding. The message of the video 
is if you see a child doing something wrong or 
misguided, take them under your wing and guide 
them because if they don’t know and you don’t teach 
them...you can tell them they’re doing something 
wrong all day, but if you’re not teaching them to do 
something right then there’s nowhere to go.” 


The album doesn’t encompass a single style. “If 
anybody’s familiar with our music, they know that 
we don’t have a gimmick and we don’t have one 
style. If you listen to the #I[AMDJDEEZY album, no 
song sounded the same. We're a collective of six 
MCs and a DJ. Our music’s gonna sound different. 


“The album, it’s a very wide spectrum of what we’re 
trying to get across to you, but for us, the reason we 
called it Brotherhood Built This is because we went 
through so much to get to this point. People don’t 
see what we go through behind closed doors. They 
don’t know about all the fights. They don’t know 
about us having to be there for each other when 
there’s a death in someone’s family or somebody’s 
going through relationship issues. 
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“We happen to be a real brotherhood, and being a 
brother doesn’t mean everything’s all good. Being 
a family doesn’t mean everything’s all happy and 
everything’s fun all the time. No, that means 
we fuss and we fight, we cry and we laugh, we 
joke and we play together. We’re a brotherhood.” 


Through his various endeavors, Obliq and the 
members of The Strangers always are working 
towards new goals. “Every artist is working on solo 
music, so there'll be a lot more singles coming out 
once we get the album out and we let it run its 
course for a little bit. Then after that, we’re gonna 
probably drop into single format ‘cause everybody’s 
working on new music.” 


He is quick to show appreciation for those in the 
community that have supported both The Strangers 
and Strange Tang, including Nik Flagstar and Small 
Town Riot on 103.1 The Blaze, Q92 Hit Music Now, 
and 93BLX.

Jon Decious: While there must be at 
least 100 records that have changed 
my life, looking back I think Garth 
Brooks’ Ropin’ the Wind might be 
the one responsible (to blame) for 
helping steer me towards dedicating 
my life to music. 


At seven years old, I was already 
feeling like a rebel trapped in my 
hometown, and Garth was the first 
artist—and that was the first record— 
I’d ever heard that felt and sounded 
like I felt...like it was mine. There was 
rock ‘n roll (“Shameless,” “Rodeo”), 
classic rock melodies like I’d heard 
on my mom’s James Taylor records 
(“The River”), and the familiar classic 
country that I was surrounded by 
(“What She’s Doing Now”), and they 
all came together to make a kid living 
on a pig farm off a white gravel rural 
road feel like there was, at least, one 
other person in the world that felt the 
same way. 


To this day, I can still close my eyes 
and hear that worn out tape playing 
on my handheld red cassette player 
and feel the rush of turning the 
volume all the way up just to hear him 
sing Well, it ain’t no woman, flesh and 
blood/It’s that DAMNED old rodeo! 
And hoping my mom or grandparents 
weren't standing around the corner. 


It may sound stupid—especially in 
2019—but for a kid from small town 
Kentucky in 1991, it was about as 
exciting as it got. And it lit a fire in 
me that’s never gone out. 


Steevie Steeves: This record 
came into my life and inspired me, 


comforted me, and I believe it helped 
give me a strength to keep driving 
toward Nashville to start a new life. 
Sounds pretty crazy, huh? 


KT Tunstall’s Eye to the Telescope 
was like listening to my inner voice 
on repeat. I wasn’t expected her 
album to speak to me the way it 
did. I guess you could say I needed 
therapy. At the time, I was trying to 
let go of my first love, leave a small 
town to pursue big dreams, work up 
the nerve to write my own songs, 
and get better at playing guitar. 


I knew at some point, I was going to 
have to move away from everyone 
and everything I ever loved to find 
myself. It was scary for me. 


Thank God for songs like “Heal 
Over” and “Through the Dark” for 
the constant reassurance that I 
wasn’t alone and that the unknown 
doesn’t have to be feared. “Suddenly 
I See” was my anthem in a way— 
about a girl with the world at her 
fingertips. There were times I felt 
like I was growing up too fast, and 
the song “Silent Sea” put things into 
perspective for me. 


I mean, not only did KT inspire me 
to pick up the guitar, use a loop 
pedal, and get creative musically, 
her songs helped me stay the course 
of my destiny in a way. I played her 
album the entire way to Nashville, 
which has been my home now for 11 
years. To this day, it’s one of the few 
albums I know front to back. It’s a 
gem! I’m definitely a better musician 
because of it.

In 1962, I was in the sixth grade. 
Mrs. McGowan was my teacher. 


She was a crusty old woman who told 
me several times a day, “You think 
you're funny but you're not.” 


I didn’t care much for her, either. 
In fact, the only time we got along 
was when she_ provided piano 
accompaniment for the class during 
music time. 


I loved music time. I loved singing the 
“Songs of America.” 


My favorites were “The Battle Hymn of 
the Republic” and “This Land is Your 
Land.” I memorized all of the lyrics to 
both songs. 


I wondered why two people were 
given credit for the Civil War classic 
while the other was attributed to 
Anonymous. Even as a kid, I thought, 
“Someone should find out who really 
wrote that song.” 


A couple of years later, my cousin 
Paula put a Bob Dylan record on her 
turntable and my head spun around. 
I wanted to find out all about this guy 


I found out Dylan idolized a songwriter 
by the name of Woody Guthrie, so I 
wanted to find out all about him, too. 


I found out he, not Anonymous, 
wrote “This Land is Your Land.” I also 
discovered additional “communist 
influenced” verses to the song not 
included in my sixth grade lyric sheet. 


Later, I read Woody’s autobiography 
Bound for Glory and studied up on the 
Great Depression. Instead of attending 
class at Riverside City College, I went 
to the library and found out about my 
father’s time from Dos Passos, James 
Agee and Studs Terkel. 


I read fiction and poetry, and listened 
to music from the Depression era. 
I started to have more patience with 
people twice my age. I’d do my best 
to listen when they’d start to tell me 
about hard times. 


After a while, having to deal with 
my own problems, I became less 
interested and stopped listening. I 
started to discount the chroniclers 
of that era, focusing on their failings 
rather than their achievements. 


I was tired and bitter. I was done with 
other people’s stories. 
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I eventually leveled out, but like a lot 
of other folks, I’ve been focused on 
the negative aspects of our culture 
and country, convinced we're going 
straight down the toilet. 


Then my friend Jeff Glickman invited 
me to the PenArts production of 
Woody Guthrie’s American Song. He 
was playing one of the three Guthries 
represented in the musical, and he 
said he was honored to have been 
chosen for the role. 


I told him I'd be there opening night. 


In preparation, I listened to the 
original cast recording of the 
Broadway production. It reminded me 
of an Up With People concert. I wasn’t 
impressed. 


I didn’t want to be closed-minded but 
I had doubts PenArts could do a better 
job. I wondered, “How are the locals 
going to make this more convincing?” 


Well, the first thing they did was stage 
their production at the Live Juice 
Bar and More in Pensacola. This 
establishment has its beverage and 
food service in one room and its littlest 
of little theaters in the other. 


Everything about the performance 
room was conducive to intimacy 
between the actors and audience. Not 
much separated one from the other, 
and this made it easy for me to become 
emotionally invested to all elements of 
the musical “story.” 


The string band “pit orchestra” was 
spot on. The musicians were excellent, 
and musical director Tom Baroco 
provided quiet, confident leadership. 


Mr. Baroco’s introductory remarks 
to the audience explained almost 
all the words and music were taken 
from Woody Guthrie’s prose, lyrics 
and songs. He also reminded us 
that Woody was a folk singer, taking 
people’s stories and “tellin’ them 
back.” 


The ensemble on stage, directed by 
Christine Kellogg, did a damn good 
job portraying folks who had lost 
everything—families forced to leave 
their homes and say goodbye forever 
to loved ones while enduring every 
hardship on the road to “California,” 
the “Garden of Eden.” They did an even 
better job describing how these dust 
bowl victims were chased, beaten, 
extorted and cheated by politicians, 
bankers, the National Guard, police 
and railroad bulls. 
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But what they did best on that little 
stage was tell the tale Woody told 
about a woman’s beautiful voice 
providing respite for the souls of 2,000 
fellow travelers. A union maid sang, 
“You can’t scare me, I’m sticking to 
the union.” Of course, she encouraged 
the audience to sing along. 


We didn’t do a very good job. We were 
sitting in a theater somewhere in 
Pensacola, for God’s sake, less than 
a mile from the Civic Center where 
Trump has held SRO rallies. 


We were in Florida, a right to work 
state, being asked to sing a union

song. Even in 2019, that’s scary. 


I don’t know how the “Bound for 
Glory” generation survived the Great 
Depression, but I think the songs 
of Woody Guthrie helped. I think 
they helped because he was singing 
their stories back to them. He was 
reminding them, and us, that no 
matter our status, we are worthwhile. 


We were not born to be mocked, and 
we are all equal. From the Wall Street 
tycoon to the nameless deportee, 
Woody Guthrie was reminding them 
(and us), “This land was made for you 
and me.”

The songs are still there, but there’s now 
an exotic overlay that not only adds to the effect but 
sharpens the drama.

Corner Wine Bar Offers 
Medley of Contrasting 
Tastes, Textures 


I’ve been a fan of Vin’tij since it opened more than 
20 years ago in Miramar Beach. In case you haven’t 
been for a while, they’ve moved from their more 
modest location in the Silver Sands area, and are 
now a part of the Grand Boulevard universe. 


The restaurant sits on a corner, opposite a movie 
theatre and surrounded by upscale shops and 
dining establishments. Inside is spacious, an 
L-shaped dining area/wine shop, shelves of bottles 
and accessories, a large main dining room, back 
dining room, and outdoor tables and chairs for 
warm weather—which we did not have that day. 


The decor is sleek but inviting, with polished wood, 
dark blue and silver to complement the gleaming 
rows of glasses, buckets and wine bottles. There’s a 
long wine bar with stools, and plenty of view. 


We got a seat along the wall. Our server (Jenelle) 
gave us menus and water. After reciting the 
evening’s specials, she left us to decide while she 
brought hot bread and olive oil. 


You'll be asked if you want pepper flakes in your 
olive oil, but my advice is to pass and just enjoy the 
oil as is—it’s that good, and the bread (almost too 
hot to handle) just needs a thorough dip to make it 
perfect. 


The dinner menu lists starters (including soup 
and salad), main courses, sides, kids plates and 
desserts. The wine list offers wines by the glass 
(3 ounce, 6 ounce, and full bottle sizes) and wines 
from the tap. There’s also beer, soft drinks, and 
house specialties like sangria and sake cocktails. 


My wife needs to avoid dairy, which necessitated 
inquiry into the ingredients of some dishes. Jenelle 


Lamb chops. 


was very helpful, and we were able to navigate the 
menu successfully. 


We started with the Vin’tij charcuterie board. It’s 
market priced, and turned out to be $32. That said, 
it’s plenty for three, and could even serve four as 
a snack. The board is covered with a colorful and 
enticing selection of tidbits, including sliced smoked 
duck, house made pork and chicken sausages, 
lemon Stilton, Port Salut, crumbly blueberry 
cheese, mini quiches, pickled fruits and vegetables, 
seasoned nuts, spicy salami, and toasted bread. 
There are many textures, colors and flavors - 
creamy, crunchy, chewy, sweet, tart, savory, salty 
and smoky. 


Other starters include soup of the day, basket of 
assorted breads, Caesar salad, raspberry port wine 
salad, seasonal seafood cakes, oyster crostini, fried 
calamari, and a short rib poutine with fries, meat, 
gravy and white cheddar. 


For the entree, I chose a daily special—lamb chops 
with applewood bacon and scallion potato cake, 
blueberry gastrique and asparagus. My wife ordered 
a Worcestershire steak, a 14-ounce ribeye, which she 
got with roasted potatoes (substituted for the smashed 
potatoes, which contained dairy) and collards. Our 
daughter Grace ordered a burger and fries. 


We weren’t drinking wine that night, but I noticed 
the server at an adjoining table being very helpful 
on wine-pairing suggestions. It’s nice to know the 
house wants to make you happy. 


Our food arrived, both lamb and beef cooked 
as ordered. My chops were dense and rich, and 
I gnawed the little ribs without hesitation. The 
potato cake was loaded with creamy potatoes and 


Strawberry Fried pie. 
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smoked bacon, and the tart gastrique countered the 
richness. 


My wife’s ribeye was cooked with a house made 
Worcestershire sauce, tangy and assertive, just 
right for the earthy cut of beef. She’s ordinarily not 
a fan of collards, but finished every bite. 


Other main courses include a daily fish, cumin seared 
tuna, pan seared salmon, pecan chicken, shrimp and 
grits, shrimp and scallop linguini, and a vegan lucky 
bowl—roasted cauliflower, potatoes, mushrooms, 
garlic green beans, blistered tomatoes, peppers, and 
arugula and garlic chips over stir fried quinoa rice. 


There’s a dessert list, plus specials. That night they 
had warm griddled lemon pound cake, pecan pie, 
cheesecake, flourless chocolate cake, house made 
ice cream, and a strawberry fried pie. My wife opted 
out, so my daughter and I ordered the pie. I can’t 
pass up fruit pie, it’s that simple. 


There was plenty for two, dusted with powdered 
sugar, in a berry coulis, with a chocolate ganache 
truffle and whipped cream as garnish. It’s crunchy, 
sweet and tangy, loaded with fresh chopped berries 
in a light glaze. 


We packed up Grace’s leftovers and half of my 
wife’s steak, plus the uneaten bread. Jenelle even 
sent home a little cup of the olive oil so the bread 
wouldn’t be lonely.
